Austin  Baptists  responded  as  city  bombings  continued 


AUSTM,  Texas  (BP)  -  The 
spate  of  bombii^  in  Austin 
that  had  everyone  in  the  city 
on  ‘high  alert*  truy  he  over 
after  suspM  Mark  Anthony 
Conditt  killed  himself  with  an 
explosive  on  March  21  after 
runniim  off  the  highway  with 
police  m  hot  pursuit. 

The  latest  development  left 
manv  Christian  leaders  thank¬ 
ful  the  situation  didn’t  become 
fer  worse,  said  David  Smith, 
executive  director  of  Austin 
Association. 

*Tbough  we  grieve  for  the 
nilies,  I  think  the  casualty 
count  was  as  low  as  it  was  be¬ 
cause  of  prayer,*  said  Smith, 
who  noted  that  Austio’s  ex¬ 
isting  network  of  pastors  re- 
spoodad  quickly  to  the  crisia 
unified  prayer. 

*I  believe  God  afioved  this  ^ 
to  make  enou^  mistakes  &t 
it  kept  thin^  man  being  even 
more  serious  than  they  wete.* 
The  first  bomb,  a  pipe  bomb 
concealed  in  a  pack^,  killed 


SP-yesr-old  Anthony  Stephan 
House  at  bis  home  March  2. 
On  March  12,  two  more  pack¬ 
age  bombs  left  17-year  old 
Draylen  Mason  dead  and  two 
others  injured. 

A  roaKfeidebomb  injured  two 
young  men  March  18,  and  a 
pack^  bomb  iqjured  a  worker 
at  a  FedEx  facility  March  20. 

The  motive  for  the  bombings 
is  still  unknown. 

As  it  became  clear  that  a  se¬ 
rial  bomber  was  re^xmsible. 
Smith  said  the  intensity  ‘really 
picked  up  for  folks*  and  affected 
the  vm  Austin  reaidents  viewed 
everyday  life- 

*Ye8terday  we  bad  our  pas¬ 
tors'  meeting  at  a  local  church, 
and  we  had  not  been  there  to 
minutes  when  the  FedEx  de¬ 
livery  guy  showed  up  with  a 
packan,'' Smith  said.  The  men 
fttne  m  a  second,  and  Smith’s 
assistant  asked  what  they 
should  do. 

*I  thought,  'Wow,  this  is 
heavy,”  Smith  said  of  the  pack¬ 


age  that  turned  out  to  be  a  rou- 
tme  delivery.  ’'Through  aU  of 
this  happening  over  the  part 
few  wem  I  dtont  sense  panic 
on  people’s  part  as  mudi  as  sad¬
